Renfrew was munching on some chewy 
candy as 
he 
greeted Chandler. 
Picking his 
teeth w’ith a finger, Renfrew mumbled offi­ 
ciously that he had sent for a p ersonnel p ro­ 
curem ent officer to “sit in on” the conference 
with Johnson. 
Then, in a p ainful attem p t at humor, the 
general added: “After all, he’s th e je llo w whose 
shoulder you’ll have to cry on. 
The insinuation that Chandler might be 
seeking sp ecial favors—such as deferments for 
ball p layers—burned him to a crisp . 
Trying 
to contain his anger, he shot back: 
“I didn’t come over here to cry on any­ 
body’s shoulder.

when their Russian masters again should con­ 
sider the moment suitable. 
To be sure, if we give the northerners a 
thorough p ummeling in p ushing them that far. 
their strength will certainly be badly dep leted 
for a long time. 
We already are 
p ounding 
their industry and transp ortation heavily. 
But the enemy might succeed in saving fair 
amounts of material and p ulling back substan­ 
tial remnants of his forces—all this to serve a.« 
the nucleus for a new invading « rmy at a later 
time. 
One way to meet that p rosp ect, rf course, 
would be simp ly to occup y South Kcrea for 
an indefinite p eriod. 
But this obviously coul 1 
be no more than a tentative solution of the 
Korean p roblem. 
Korea should be uni lied. 
The United Na­

W ASHINGTON, Aug. 16— 
President Truman asked congress 
today to beg in benefit paym ents 
this month to dependent fam ilies 
of Am erican serv icem en, with a 
top lim it of SI50 a month for any 
fam ily. 
This would include deduction' 
from the serv icem en’s pay as w ell 
as g ov ernm ent payments. 
Mr. Truman sent the adm inis­ 
tration’s proposal to both houses 
of cong ress in a lengthy m essag e 
from the budget bureau. 
Under the adm inistration plan: 
1. 
A dependent w ife would re­ 
ceiv e $75 a month, plus 
$25 
a 
m onth for each dependent child-^ 
but not more than $150 altogether. 
2. 
A dependent parents would 
receiv e $60 a month for one per­ 
son or $70 for two. 
Total Not Ov er S i50 
But in the case of a serv icem an 
w ith a dependent w ife, children 
and parents, the combined total 
could not exceed $150. 
The bureau recommended that 
in such a case, where more money 
w as needed for the combined fam ­ 
ily dependents, 
the 
serv icem an 
should be discharged from acti\ ^ 
duty. 
The bureau also proposed that 
the serv icem an should contribute 
as his share the lesser of two 
sums: 
1. 
Either one-half of the total 
fam ily allowance, 
2. 
Or 60 percent of his pay. 
The m essag e recommended that 
no fam ily allowance be giv en in 
the cases of serv icem en in the top 
three and one-half grades in all the 
arm ed forces who already receiv e |
